King of the Pontiacs leads in respect to 25-pound 
daughters with 19 or over 53 per cent more than his near- 
est rival, Pontiac Korndyke. This is the third time that 
son and sire have taken first and second places over all 
other bulls which again proves the wonderful prepotency 
of this family. Sir Veeman Hengerveld takes third place 
with 34 above 25 pounds or 42.5 per cent of his A. R. O. 
daughters, which is a much greater percentage than any 
other bull with 30 or more A. R. O. daughters can show.

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Fertilizers and Dairying 
By CLYDE A. WAUGH 


of the Agricultural College of Ohio State University, 

said recently, in a lecture before the institute work- 
ers, “There is no style of farming that we can hope to 
carry on indefinitely without the use of some kind of 
fertilizer.” The place of fertilizers in dairy farming is 
positive, and the use of fertilizers profitable. Dairy 
farming requires a different treatment, however, than in 
grain farming, orcharding or gardening. The reasons 
why the dairyman is dependent in a different manner on 
fertilizers can be illustrated by comparing the food needs 
of his fields and his cows. 

Balanced rations are necessary in feeding live stock. 
Without the proper balancing of food, no dairy cow can 
give maximum quantities of milk. It is essential to the 
greatest profits that attention be given to the quantity 
and quality of the foods supplied. Again, the dairy cow 
must have enough food for the maintenance of her bodily 
needs and also for the production of milk before she can 
be the most profitable producer. So it is with the soil on 
the dairyman’s.farm. The rations of plant food elements 
must be balanced to best produce the crops and to main- 
tain soil fertility. Needed elements must be added when 
they are not present in quantities sufficient to make maxi- 
mum yields possible. Here is where the need of fertilizers 
enters. 

Generally in dairying a large amount of concentrated 
food is purchased by the dairyman, in addition to the 
roughage and other food which is furnished from the 
owner’s farm. The average person thinks it possible to 
turn back to the soil in the form of manure all the plant 
food that has been removed on the average dairy farm. 
With such a type of farming as a basis, many dairymen 
point out that fertilizers have no place in their business, 
that they are unneeded and therefore unprofitable when 
used. Such a statement is certainly a fallacy, as an 
examination of the conditions and results will prove. 

C. G. Williams, of the Ohio Experiment Station, re- 
cently made the statement that the carrying capacity of 
the average dairy pasture in Northern Ohio was certainly 
less than half what it should be. “Even though the man- 
ure be returned to the land,” pointed out Professor Wil- 
liams, “it is not only unevenly distributed but the re- 
quirements for fertility are not met, for much in the way 
of mineral elements is leaving the farm in the dairy 
products and the bone and flesh of the animals.” 

As conditions in Ohio are not different in this par- 
ticular from any other state or. section of a state, there 
is surely a need for fertilizers to renew permanent pas- 
tures in any dairying community, as well as to balance 
and supplement manures in general crop production. 
Statements from a score of other authorities would bring 
home the truth, and truth it is, that fertilizers supplying 
plant food in available forms is necessary in every kind 
of farming if it is to be continued, without lessening the 
fertility of the soil, just as Professor Vivian points out. 

What is wrong with the pastures of Ohio and the 
other dairying states, where the manure is fed back to 
the soil, and what is the solution? If the pastures need 
fertilizers, do not the fields where grain farming is prac- 
ticed, to supply feeds for the cows, also need fertilizers? 
Usually the practice is to let the pastures go, and sup- 
ply the food in the form of manure to the grain fields. 
Professor Williams, of the Ohio Experiment Station, has 
answered the questions when he pointed out that manures 
do not contain the needed elements of plant food in the 
right proportions. 

When all of the crops produced on the farm are fed 
to dairy cattle, and when this is sunnlemented by the 
addition of concentrated stock food, the manure of the 
live stock is unbalanced as plant food, since it is notably 
long in nitrogen and short in phosphoric acid. Director 
Thorne has demonstrated, by 20 years’ experiments (see 
Ohio Circular 144, from the Ohio Experiment Station at 
Wooster), that it is a profitable practice for dairy farmers 
to make up for this deficiency in the manure by adding 
from 40 to 50 pounds of acid phosphate per ton of manure. 

On normally good fertile soils manures so balanced 
supply the best type of fertilizers for general farm crops. 
On soils lower in fertility additionally good results may 
be obtained by adding a complete fertilizer which sup- 
plies in an available form, all three of the essential plant

Manure from the 
dairyman’s barnyard and stable if properly cared for vill 
supply a fair amount of nitrogen, some phosphoric acid 
and a fair amount of potash, and add the organic matter 
that is necessary to correct and keep right the physical 
condition of the soil. A complete fertilizer that carries 
only a small amount of nitrogen will add the proper 
amount of the other elements and place the fields and 
meadows in the best shape for best behavior. 

“A large part of the manure furnished by the cattle 
feeding in the pasture lands is deposited along the brooks 
and in shady spots where it does little or no good. That 
which is left is so bunched that it inhibits rather than 
promotes growth,” says Professor Williams. Worn-out 
pasture lands are doubly unprofitable. Not only do they 
furnish little feed for the cows but they prevent the nor. 
mal production of milk because of the lack of feed offered 
to the cows. When moss is abundant, it is a sign that 
the soil is acid and needs an application of lime. Other 
weeds that thrive in sour soils are indices of the nature 
of the land. 

The physical condition as well as the chemical must 
frequently be corrected. Plowing under the stand of 
grass, where the field will permit of plowing, is advised, 
as this breaks up and opens up the soil, allowing the cir- 
culation of air to become better and permitting the bac- 
terial life to carry on their work better. An inner-tilled 
crop can also be grown for one year before the land is 
reseeded to pasture. Applications of fertilizers and man- 
ure should also be made. The benefits of plowing in- 
clude also the destruction of many of the weeds. If an- 
other crop is grown for one year, the cultivation should 
be thorough enough tu kill the weeds. Then the soil must 
be enriched and the next year the pasture will be doubly 
valuable. 

Every dairyman ought to put his pasture lands into 
the very best condition. They are as much a part of his 
success or failure as are his cows. With poor pasturage 
the very best bred cows cannot produce maximum quan. 
tities of milk. Again, one field will do twice the work of 
two, when the pasturage is of the best. This should also 
be considered carefully. 

Farmers use the Babcock tester and determine just 
what each of their cows is doing, and what profits she is 
earning for them over the cost of production each year. 
Why not use the “Babcock test” on each field as well! 
Certainly it is as valuable to know what one’s fields are 
worth and what profit they are making as to know which 
cow is a “boarder” and which is making the profits. 


By supplying plant food in available forms, by the use 
of good seed and proper culture, care to the drainage 
and a system of rotation that keeps the rations of plant 
food in proper proportions the fields of a dairymans 
farm will be kept up or built up to that condition im 
which they return the profits that they should.

ssQOMEWHERE in Wisconsin” the cows in Wiscon- 
sin’s 75 cow testing associations met to report on 

their activities during the past month and to confer re- 

garding their status in the present critical situation. 

Only cows having their milk weighed and tested and 
the cost of feed calculated monthly by a Wisconsin cow 
tester were admitted to the conference. A few “tested” 
bulls which had been able to increase the production of 
the daughters over that of their dams were also allowed 
a voice in the discussions. In all 2,300 members of the 
associations and 25,000 cows are represented. 

The following notes are made by a representative 
of the Wisconsin Dairymen’s Association, who was asked 
to report and interpret the proceedings for the dairymen 
of the state. 

Fanny, a grade Holstein belonging to August Brandt 
of the Medford association, claimed the highest butterfat 
production for the month of April. After a careful can- 
vass, it was decided that this Upper Wisconsin cow had 
won the honor by producing 90.6 pounds of fat in 30 
days. A purebred Holstein owned by Fred Turner, Linn 
association, ran her a close race, lacking only one-half 
pound of fat of equaling her production for the month. 
The previous month this honor also went to an Upper 
Wisconsin cow. Dairymen are being convinced that 
“Cloverland” is rapidly becoming the “Dairyland” of 
Wisconsin. 

The East Troy association, well represented by its 
many high producing Holsteins, had the largest number 
of cows producing over 40 pounds of fat for the month. 
Out of the 502 tested in that association, 75 produced 
over 40 pounds of fat. 

Minnehaha De Kol 3d, a purebred Holstein, making 
80.2 pounds of fat in the month, claimed that she and her 
ten black and white sisters made the largest average herd 
production for the month.

of 24,830.38 pounds of milk, 963.82 pounds of butter, All 
of these records were made under the supervision of the 
University of California. 

It would seem that the career of Tilly herself is rather 
fair evidence that the Holstein-Friesian cow can come 
back. It is a source of very decided satisfaction to give 
this evidence and further than this it is a particular de- 
light to call attention to Tilly’s individuality. She is a 
real Holstein-Friesian and about as high class a dairy 
cow as one can find.

State Dairy Herds 


HE problem of providing nourishment for the de- 

pendents in any state has always been something that 
has demanded careful consideration on the part of the 
boards of control, or the legislative committees that have 
had these matters in their hands. In many cases the prop- 
osition has been put up to them by circumstances whereby 
it is necessary to decide whether the farm herd can be 
made to produce a profit as well as to furnish sustenance 
for the inmates of the various institutions.

the steer in the conversion of feed 
into human food. A 250-pound steer 
on analysis was found to contain 172 
pounds of protein and 333 pounds of 
fat which included all of the inedible 
portions such as_ intestines, bone, 
hair and hide. ‘Comparing this with 
the solids in the milk produced in a 
year by an average Holstein cow— 
about 10,000 pounds testing 3.5 per 
cent fat—it will be found that the 
cow produces 17 pounds more fat 
and 138 pounds more protein with 
500 pounds of milk sugar besides. _ 

The economy of the cow is still 
further shown by the fact that for 
every 100 pounds of protein consum- 
ed she returns 41 pounds in the form 
of human food, while the steer re- 
turns but 10 pounds. 

The steer is killed in order to mar- 
ket its carcass while the cow is left 
alive to repeat or increase her record 
and gives birth to a valuable calf be- 
sides. 

The cow promises to do a consid- 
erable share of the work of providing 
the war crop for the coming year or 
years of hardship.—Percy Werner Jr., 
University of Missouri.

The advice is good, according to 
L. S. Palmer of the Missouri ‘College 
dj Agriculture, because milk at 9c a 
quart, butter at 45c a pound, cheese 
at 30c a pound, and cottage cheese at 
l5c a pound are still by far the cheap- 
est human foods from animal sources. 

The ration per individual for the 
civilian need not exceed 2,500 calories 
of energy and 2.5 ounces of protein 
qa day, according to the British food 
controller in a statement published 
February 1, 1917. Three and one-half 
quarts of milk, or one pound three 
and one-half ounces of cheese, cost- 
ing 32% and 36%c, respectively, will 
furnish this amount of energy, where- 
as it would be necessary to buy 
nearly two pounds of the cheapest 
cut of fresh pork, containing consid- 
erable fat, at a cost of 45 to 50c, to 
obtain 2,500 calories of energy. 
As an economical source of protein 
it is interesting to find that 10c worth 
of cottage cheese, 16%c worth of 
cheddar cheese, and 18c worth of milk. 
at the foregoing prices per pound will 
furnish 2.5 ounces of protein. The 
cheapest heat protein one can buy is 
lean veal steak and it is necessary to 
buy 25¢ worth to obtain 2.5 ounces of 
protein. Eggs at 35c a dozen are 
practically on a par with lean veal. 
Nine eggs are required to furnish 2.5 
ounces of protein. 
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In addition to their economy dairy 
products have the following points in 
their favor: 1. There is no waste con- 
nected with their use in the house- 
hold. 2. They contain valuable salts. 
3. They contain other invaluable food 
substances which many other foods 
contain either in much smaller quan- 
tities or not at all.

The nutrients are somewhat in excess of the requirements. It was intended to feed all 
that would be consumed. The average daily ration actually consumed supplied 1.85 pounds of 
digestible protein and 13.57 pounds of total digestible nutrients have a nutritive ratio of 1 
to 6.3. The ration was made narrower by the use of the “heifer ration’ and only a small 
amount of silage during the first part of the trial. The ration during the last 50 days was 
wider than this average.

Summary. 


If a somewhat longer feeding period 
had been used, the gain could possibly 
have been produced more _ cheaply, 
since in that case more silage and 
less concentrates could have been 
used. 

This animal was- more _ than 
doubled in value in the eyes of the 
butcher after 66 days feeding. He had 
no competition in buying either at 
first or last. His first offer was $20 
and she was sold for $52 after 66 
days of feeding. 

It would seem from this instance, 
at least, that it would pay to fatten 
discard animals to some _ extent. 
Some dairymen make a practice with 
cows that they intend to turn to 
beef of feeding liberally while they 
are still in milk, where it is definitely 
known that certain ones are to be 
discarded. 

[Note: This article advocates a practice 
that will be of interest to dairymen all over 
the country. It advocates the fattening of 
dairy animals that have passed their usefulness 
in the dairy and breeders’ herd and cites fig- 
ures to prove that in the case of the Holstein 
such practice pays. It must not be taken as 
advocating the raising of Holsteins for beef, 
for no matter what figures may be brought 
forward in support of the keeping of animals 
for dual purposes the principle is one that 
Holstein breeders cannot subscribe to as a 
general rule. Because of their adaptability to 
the practice and because of the ease with 
which it may be done, Holstein breeders may 
with profit fatten their discards for market 
but it must not be taken from this that the 
Holstein is a dual purpose animal.—Editor.]

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Experience With Tuberculin 


Readers of the World have been 
very much interested in a series of 
articles, or letters, rather, from Floyd 
H. Stevens, Dr. V. A. Moore, Prof. 
H. H. Wing, A. L. Brockway and 
others, which discussed the question 
of tuberculosis. 

Mr. Stevens has authorized us to 
publish the following letter from C. 
W. Halliday, a Holstein breeder of 
Columbia county, New York. Mr. 
Halliday has had an interesting ex- 
perience with the tuberculin test. 


_The World does not _ necessa- 
rily agree with the points made 
by the various writers in these 


‘discussions. It merely prints them 
as they are, because it believes that 
through the discussion of such ques- 
tions a clearer understanding of the 
problems before the Holstein breeder 
can be had. We invite others who 
share similar or opposed views, to ex- 
press them through the World. 

Mr. Halliday’s letter to Mr. Stevens 
follows: 

“Your two articles in the Holstein- 
Friesian World on bovine tuberculosis 
so clearly express my own views that 
I want to thank you for them. The 
loss from the application of the test 
has been enormous to breeders and to 
the state and it must be apparent to 
everyone that there has been no com- 
pensating gain. 

“In his reply to your first article, 
Dr. Moore makes a_ statement, the 
truth of which I do not see how he 
can establish. He says, ‘The truth to 
keep in mind is, that if cattle are not 
tubercular they will not react.’ All 


who have had experience know that 


large numbers of cattle have been 
called reactors and on _ being 
slaughtered have shown no _ lesions. 


I have a herd which in the last five 
years has been tuberculin tested pos- 
sibly as many times as any herd in 
New York state. For about two years 
until last fall the herd has been prac- 
tically free from reactors, having none 
except some cows that had been pur- 
chased and held in a separate barn to 
be tested. The herd was again tested 
on November 17th and 18th, last, five 
females being adjudged reactors. Four 
of the five were promptly slaughtered 
under the supervision of the state 
agricultural department and the fifth 
was held in quarantine in order 
to get her calf which was 
dropped December 30th, last. Two 
of the cows slaughtered, one of 
which was seven years old and the 
other 10, showed a few lesions, some 
of which were encapsulated. The vet- 
erinarian in charge stated that neither 
of the cows was or was likely to be- 
come a spreader. The other three 
reactors, including the one held for 
her calf, were heifers three years old. 
Two of these were slaughtered and 
showed no lesions, although the veter- 
inarian made the most thorough 
search for them that I ever saw made 
and I have been present at post-mor- 
tem examinations several times. Parts 
of the two animals which showed no 
lesions were then sent to Cornell Uni- 
versity where a microscopical exami- 
nation also failed to show lesions. By

Inasmuch as the three heifers 
stood side by side in my barn and 
some distance from the two cows that 
showed lesions, I did not want the 
one I had held for her calf to be 
slaughtered without a retest, Aj. 
though it is contrary to the policy of 
the department to retest a reactor 
under the peculiar developments oj 
the case they kindly consented to re- 
test the heifer. The most thorough 
retest was made in February using 
both the ordinary method and the 
eye test with absolutely negative re- 
sults. So far as I can learn, the ex- 
perts used every means known: to 
science to determine if the two 
slaughtered heifers had tuberculosis 
and in no way whatever did they show 
any indications that they had the 
disease except the reaction that 
occurred in November. 

“In view of the fact that in the 
cases of these slaughtered heifers the 
most exhaustive research failed to 
show any indications of the disease 
and in view of the fact that hundreds 
of condemned cattle have been 
slaughtered in which no lesions were 
found, I do not see how Dr. Moore 
or anyone else can state that ‘if cattle 
are not tubercular, they will not re- 
act. For some cause, they at least 
have a rise in temperature which the 
veterinarians call reaction. 

“Tf, as admitted, the tuberculin test 
fails to detect some of the worst cases 
and if, as seems altogether likely, 
cattle sometimes react from other 
causes, the indiscriminate  slaughter- 
ing of reacting cattle and the result- 
ant loss, both to the state and the in- 
dividual, is little less than criminal. 

“T would not do away with the use 
of tuberculin as a diagnostic agent. 
I would encourage its free general use, 
but I would not permit the killing of 
any reacting animal that did not show 
distinctive physical evidences of the 
disease without one or more retests 
and without evidence that the animal 
was a ‘spreader.’—C. W. Halliday.

With a 101 per cent calf crop, 61 
live calves from 60 Holstein cows 
and heifers old enough to. breed, 
James H. Bright of the Bright Broth- 
ers’ Dairy Farm, Florida, is satisfied 
that the breed is adaptable to any sec- 
tion of that state. 

Some partisans of other. breeds 
have tried to create the impression 
that Holsteins will not prove profitable 
in southern states. Mr. Bright started 
in a small way with a carload of 
heifers shipped from Missouri, after 
he and a few other leading men in 
that county had succeeded in getting 
the cattle fever tick eradicated from 
3,800 square miles in Dade, Broward 
and lower part of Palm Beach coun- 
ties. 

There always has been a serious 
shortage of fresh milk in Florida,

especially in the southern portion of 
the state, as none of the deairymen 
thought they could raise anything but 
vegetables until Mr. Bright demon- 
strated that it is much easier and 
cheaper than shipping in the rough- 
age. 

The prices which are obtained for 
any kind of dairy products in that por- 
tion of the country are so high that 
dairymen in the great dairying re- 
gions of Wisconsin and Illinois will 
hardly believe the profits which can 
be made. A price of $4 per 100 pounds 
for fresh milk in bulk is only normal 
at Miami, and the supply does not 
nearly meet the demand, even in sum- 
mer when the tourist trade is at low 
tide. 

Mr. Bright feeds his Holstein cows 
giving from 60 to 65 pounds of milk 
per day a grain ration of four pounds 
of cottonseed meal, seven pounds of 
velvet bean meal and two pounds of 
molasses. Cows giving a _ smaller 
quantity of milk get proportionately 
less of the concentrates. They have 
all the wild maiden cane grass they 
will eat and when they come in from 
the pasture they get a ration of green 
sorghum or field corn which stimulates

The partisans of one other breed 
kept urging him to introduce thei 
favorites so he bought a peer pe 
registered cows of this type in K 0 
tucky to give them a trial, as he is 
in the dairy business for profit a 
not for sentiment. . 

He also bought a carload of two 
other breeds at about the same time 
After giving all of them the best 
possible chance to make good he de- 
clares that he does not want any but 
Holsteins. 

Mr. Bright keeps books on every 
cow in his herd and knows just how 
many pounds of milk each gives in 
a day or in a_ year, and: how much 
grain she gets. That depends upon her 
milk yield. He says that milk of 
these other breeds costs him several 
cents more per gallon to produce than 
the Holstein milk. 

He wants cows which will con- 
sume large quantities of feed as it can 
be grown very cheaply in Florida. 
Japanese cane makes an exceptionally 
heavy yield of forage, his second 
year field producing 80 tons per acre, 
and the stock eat it greedily. 

He made his first cutting of Sudan 
hay in April and will get several more 
cuttings this year. Among other feed 
crops grown on the farm are beets, 
turnips, rape, vetch, Italian rye, Para 
grass, cow peas and _ velvet beans. 
There are 320 acres in cultivation and 
each acre produces at least three 
crops a year, either that many cuttings 
of hay or other crops succeeding each 
other during the year. 

Mr. Bright is having another sec- 
tion of land, owned by the firm, plow- 
ed and is planting that to corn and 
velvet beans as fast as possible. The 
cultivated area and number of dairy 
cattle will be increased relatively at 
the same ratio so that plenty of feed 
will be grown for the stock, but at 
the same time there will be enough 
stock on the farm to consume the 
crops. Milk is the main cash crop 
although the grade Holstein male 
calves are sold to Miami butchers for 
veal when they are six weeks old, for 
$15 per head. : : 

Dairymen from Wisconsin, who 
have visited at the farm recently and 
carefully gone over the cost of milk 
production, stated that they camot 
show a herd in their state which 's 
producing so much profit per cow on 
a strictly dairy nroposition as the 
Bright Brothers’ cows are doing, nor 
do they know of any cows in their 
state that look better.

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Comparison of Great Sires 

(Continued from page 9.) 
his sire, Pontiac Korndyke, occupy 
first, third and fourth places respec- 
tively, in regard to number of 30- 
pound daughters, each having headed 
the list at some time in number of 30- 
pound daughters. 

Colantha Johanna Lad takes fifth 
place with 11 30-pound daughters. 
But it must be borne in mind that it 
has been only in the last two or three 
years that his daughters have really 
been given a chance to show their full 
capacity. In the last testing season, 
Colantha Johanna Lad and Sir Vee- 
man Hengerveld, both have had four 
30-pound daughters added to their 
lists while none of the other 12 lead- 
ing sires have had more than one 
make a 30-pound record. Some of 
these bulls have not added any to 
their list. 

Hengerveld De Kol ties King Segis 
for sixth place with 10 30-pound 
daughters, the former sire having 
held the distinction for a long time 
as having the largest 30-pound list 
of any bull of the breed. 

King Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne 
takes eighth place with nine 30-pound 
daughters out of his entire list of 
only 28 tested. This is a most re- 
markable showing. Tidy Abbekerk 
Prince takes ninth place with eight 
30-pound daughters, and De _ Kol 
Burke tenth place with nine 30-pound 
daughters. When we consider more 
than the ten highest sires we find the 
other bulls become more closely 
grouped the lower we go. We find, 
for instance, three bulls with _ six, 
three with five, and 13 with four 30- 
pound daughters each, while the 
number, of course, would be natur- 
ally greater if we went lower. 

In this list of bulls with over fotr 
30-pound daughters we must, how- 
ever, give extra credit to those sires 
that stand high with only a few 
daughters tested. A bull that has four 
or five 30-pound daughters when his 
total number of A. R. O. daughters is 
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perhaps, twenty, deserves to stand 
higher than a bull that has the same 
number of 30-pound daughters out of 
over 100 A. R. O. daughters. Prince 
Ybma Spofford 6th, for example, has 
six 30-pound daughters out of a total 
of only 11 in the Advanced Registry, 
or a percentage of 55 that passed the 
30-pound mark. This is the highest 
proportion of 30-pound daughters of 
any sire in the world that has had 
over five daughters tested. King 
Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne comes next 
with 32.1 per cent of his 28 A. R. O. 
daughters making over 30 pounds, 
which is a higher proportion of 30- 
pound daughters than any sire in the 
world with 11 or more tested daugh- 
ters. King Korndyke Sadie Vale is 
third with 30.7 per cent of his 13 A. 
R. O. daughters making over 30 
pounds, each of only four daughters 
to freshen with second calf making 
over 30 pounds of butter. Prince 
Hengerveld Pietje is fourth with 28.6 
per cent of his 21 A. R. O. daughters 
making 30 pounds, having six in that 
class. Joe Gelsche De Kol Burke is 
fifth with four or 23.5 per cent of his 
17 tested daughters with records of 
over 30 pounds. Friend Hengerveld 
De Kol Butter Boy takes sixth place 
with 15.1 per cent of his 33 A. R. O. 
daughters with 30-pound records, 
having five above that mark, while 
Pietje 22d Son is seventh with four, 
or 13.3 per cent, of his 30 tested 
daughters over 30 pounds. All of the 
other sires in the list of 30-pound 
daughters have over 45 A. R. O. 
daughters each and we will consider 
their percentage later on. 

The progress made in this list of 
30-pound cows has been most re- 
markable in the last few years. Six 
years ago the highest number of 30- 
pound daughters that any bull had 
was only four, yet there are now 30 
sires that have that many and 17 that 
exceed that mark. King of the Pon- 
tiacs 18 months ago had but 10 30- 
pound daughters, but he has at the 
present time 18 in the list. Sir Vee-

This is the one class that upsets all 
previous standings, for a bull that 
has, heretofore at the best, taken only 
eighth place in any of the preceding 
classes now stands at the head of the 
list with five out of 28 tested daugh- 
ters over 35 pounds, or a percentage 
of 17.8 above that mark. Pontiac 
Korndyke is second with four 35- 
pound daughters, but as he has 140 
A. R. O. daughters, his percentage of 
35-pound daughters is dnly 2.86, or 
less than one-sixth of that of King 
Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne. There 
are four other sires with two 35- 
pound daughters, but their percent- 
ages do not compare with that of 
King Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne and 
so we are forced to give this last 
named bull undisputed supremacy in 
every respect in this class especially 
when it is considered that each of his 
35-pound daughters made their rec- 
ords as three-year-olds. 

Now we come to the last and final 
class as to which is the greatest sire 
of 40-pound cows. In this division 
we find that King of the Pontiacs is 
without any real competition for he 
is the only bull with two 40-pound 
daughters and to make a comparison 
similar to those we drew up in the 
previous tables would be merely nam- 
ing all the twenty-odd bulls that have 
sired each a 40-pound daughter. We 
will, therefore, consider the bulls in 
relation to the number of 30-pound 
daughters they have in addition to 
their 40-pound daughters:

It will be noticed in this table that 
King of the Pontiacs is the only sire 
with a 40-pound daughter to have 
over five daughters that made over JU 
pounds. King Segis De Kol Korn- 
dyke takes second place, having five 
30-pound daughters and, in addition, 
one of his daughters made 40 pounds 
while his son, King Korndyke Sadie 
Vale, is third with four 30-pound 
daughters including one over 
pounds. King Fayne Segis, Change 
ling Butter Boy and Duchess Ormsby 
Piebe Burke each has_ three 
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ers including one over 
png the first named bull is 
2 oy sire in the world to have a 
50-pound daughter. He thus stands 
in a class by himself. The value of a 
aa having a 40-pound daughter can 
hardly be overestimated. It gives de- 
cided prestige to the upper side of 
the pedigrees of all his offspring. 
The fact that a bull has a 40-pound 
daughter heading his list is equal, 
perhaps, to a half dozen 30-pound rec- 
ords his daughters may have made. 
It is always the greatest record made 
hy a daughter of a bull that is most 
convincing when a tabulated pedi- 
gree is inspected. 

In determining which is the great- 
est sire of the breed we will take the 
diferent ranks that the leading sires 
have taken in the six preceding tables 
and tabulate them according to a 


bull’s position:

In this table, King of the Pontiacs 
leads all other sires with five firsts 
and one third out of a total six places, 
King Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne 
standing first in the only other class 
comprising the 35-pound division. 
Pontiac Korndyke takes second place 
four times and third place once, while 
Sir Veeman Hengerveld is awarded 
second and third places each one 
time. 

We must not, however, place the 
reliance in the preceding tables as a 
sire with a large number of A. R. O. 
daughters has a great advantage over 
those bulls with but a limited oppor- 
tunity whose list of tested daughters 
is too meager to permit a large num- 
ber to make large records. We will 
take, therefore, whatever we consid- 
er the seven greatest sires of the 
breed who lead in respect to number 
of 30-pound daughters and determine 
which has the highest percentage of 
great record daughters, taking the 
20-pound, the 25-pound and the 30- 
pound records as a basis for compari- 
son: 
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we find that King of the Pontiacs has 
the highest percentage of 30-pound 
daughters of any sire with over 105; 
Colantha Johanna Lad the highest 
percentage of any of the century 
sires, and Sir Veeman Hengerveld 
the highest percentage of any sire 
with over 50 and under 100 A. R. O. 
daughters. 

In respect to 25-pound daughters, 
Sir Veeman Hengerveld leads all 
other sires with a percentage of 42.5. 
So wonderful is this percentage that 
we have to come down to Prince 
Hengerveld Pietje with only 21 A. R. 
O. daughters before we find a sire 
with as high a percentage of 25-pound 
daughters. King of the Pontiacs has 
26.4 per cent, or a higher percentage 
than any bull, with over 116 A. R. O. 
daughters. Hengerveld De Kol has 
28.4 per cent or the highest percent-

daughters. ‘Colantha Johanna Lad 
has 31.4 per cent, or the highest per- 
centage of 25-pound daughters of any 
sire with over 100 A. R. O. daughters, 
and King Segis 33.3 per cent, or the 
highest percentage of any sire, with 
over 80 A. R. O. daughters. 

In regard to 20-pound daughters, 
King of the Pontiacs has 62.9, or the 
highest percentage of any sire with 
over 116 A. R. O. daughters, which, 
considering his number of A. R. O. 
daughters, is perhaps, the most won- 
derful average of any sire in this 
class. Hengerveld De Kol has a tri- 
fle over two-thirds, or 67.3 per cent, 
of all his A. R. O. daughters over 20 
pounds of butter, which is the highest 
percentage of any of the “century” 
sires. King Segis has exactly two- 
thirds, or 66.6 per cent, of his A. R. 
O. daughters over 20 pounds, while 
Sir Veeman Hengerveld leads all oth- 
er bulls with over 50 A. R. O. daugh- 
ters, having 68.8 per cent. Pontiac 
Aaggie Korndyke has 78 per cent, or

Korndyke stands in first place with 
«+ per cent, which is almost 50 per 
cent higher than his nearest rival, Sir 
Veeman Hengerveld, who has 16.5 
per cent. King Segis is third with 
11.5 per cent, Colantha Johanna Lad 
fourth with 10.5 per cent, King of the 
ontiacs sixth with 8.65 per cent, 
engerveld De Kol seventh with 8.62 
per cent, and Pontiac Korndyke 
eighth with 8.06 per cent. It is hard- 
ly fair, however, to give Pontiac Aag- 
sie Korndyke too much credit in this 
Class as his number of 30-pound 
daughters is much less than his five 
other rivals. If we compare the per- 
pe in respect also to the num- 
er of A. R. O. daughters a bull has, 


daughters than any sire with over 40 
A. R. O. daughters. 

It is very hard to judge which bul} 
deserves the most credit in the pre- 
ceding tables, as each sire with the 
exception of Pontiac Korndyke holds 
first place in one or more classes for 
any sire with as many A. R. O. 
daughters. Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke 
holds first place twice and second 
place once in the above lists. Sir 
Veeman Hengerveld holds first place 
once and second place twice, while 
King Segis holds third place twice. 
If only the sires with over 100 A. R. 
O. daughters are considered, Colan- 
tha Johanna Lad would take first 
place twice and third place once; 
Hengerveld De Kol would take first 
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place once, second place once and 
third place once; while King of the 
Pontiacs would take second place 
twice and third place once. 

We will compare the leading sires 
in a third way, taking the average for 
butter of all of the daughters of the 
various bulls already considered in 
this comparison. In this way a sire 
whose daughters are all uniformly 
good producers is shown more at his 
true worth than where a bull has a 
few great record daughters with the 
majority of the rest low producers.

In this list, Pontiac Aaggie Korn- 
dyke leads all other sires in the aver- 
age of all his A. R. O. daughters for 
butter, but as he only has 50 tested 
daughters he must divide up his hon- 
ors with some of the other sires. 
King of the Pontiacs, with an aver- 
age of 21.59 pounds butter for all his 
tested daughters, stands in first place 
for any sire with over 116 A. R. O. 
daughters. Hengerveld De Kol, with 
an average of 22.30 pounds, is ahead 
of any other sire with more than 80 
A. R. O. daughters. Sir Veeman 
Hengerveld, with an average of 22.71 
pounds, leads all other sires with over 
50 A. R. O. daughters; while Pontrac 
Aaggie Korndyke holds first place 
over all sires with 30 or more tested 
daughters. 

It will be observed that there is 
not the striking difference between 
the sires in this table that is exhib- 
ited in all the other comparisons, for 
the sire with comparatively few A. R. 
O. daughters is placed more on an 
equality with the “century” sires than 
has been the case previously. 

In summing up we find that no one 
sire holds undisputed supremacy in 
all of the classes, for, while King of 
the Pontiacs leads by a wide margin 
in ‘regard to 40-pound, 30-pound, 25- 
pound, and 20-pound daughters, his 
number of A. R. O. daughters is an 
almost insurmountable handicap in 
the way of acquiring the highest per- 
centages of good producing daugh- 
ters. It is unjust, therefore, to com- 
pare a sire with another bull having 
over 100 to be tested, for it is practi- 
cally impossible to be fair to both 
bulls in the same comparison. 

We will, therefore, consider the 
various bulls in respect to their num- 
ber of A. R. O. daughters. 

First, we consider Prince Ybma 
Spoffard the greatest sire for any bull 
having less than 12 A. R. O. daugn- 
ters, from the fact that six of his 11 
tested daughters made over 30 
pounds, which is the highest propor- 
tion of 30-pound daughters of any 
sire in the world. 

We consider King Korndyke Sadie 
Vale the greatest sire of any bull hav- 
ing from 12 to 20 A. R. O. daughters, 
as the average of all his officially test- 
ed daughters is 26.11 pounds butter at 
an average age of 2 years 10 months, 
which is unequaled by any other sire,

Her 30-day record, we are 
advised by K. L. Juve, who has charge 
of the dairy at the City of ‘Cleveland 
Farms, was 127.28 pounds of butter 
made from 2,741.5 pounds of milk.

For pe 
years last past we have been danke 
to ourselves a stream of wealth great 
er than any people ever received be. 
fore. The rest of the world was bei “ 
drained dry, starved thin, and bled 
white; but we waxed richer and rich 
er. This has been called filthy lucre, 
undeserved affluence. ’ 

“And now arises the supreme Oppor- 
tunity of all our history. We sudden- 
ly find ourselves in the position of 
trustees of all this wealth, and in no 
sense its owners. Destiny has been 
very good to America. Fate has made 
us the richest people on earth, the 
hugest reservoir of industrial power 
the planet ever bore. The rest of the 
world and some of us have thought 
that Destiny meant to let us get away 
with all this plunder; but it is not so 
God knew better all the time. It be- 
longs to Liberty, and not to us. Brit- 
ain, the mother of our liberty, and 
France, its godmother, have been 
sending it to us for three years to be 
held in trust for their supreme hour, 
and for the extreme hour of Democ- 
racy itself. 

“It must go back! To keep it would 
give us a Punic victory, but it would 
kill the nation’s soul. We are vouch- 
safed the privilege of proving that our 
lucre is not filthy but holy. The Lib- 
erty Loan means the sanctification of 
America’s wealth. To the great 
Chancery of the God of Battle we 
shall go with hands full, and come out 
with hands clean. Thank God for 
that! 

“In the smoke of the battle, in the 
furnace of fight we shall weld the 
broken ends of our history together 
again with the histories of those dear- 
est sisters of ours, Britain and France. 
In the Liberty Loan we shall send 
them back their profits, and our own 
accumulations to the uttermost penny 
if necessary.”

ADVICE FROM THE DEPART- 
MENT OF AGRICULTURE. 
The Department of Agriculture is 
doing much to get close to the farm- 
ers and the producers. It is seeking 
to be just as helpful as possible in

It shows the two methods 
most important in keeping milk from 
spoiling. The first is thorough clean- 
liness or sterilization of the utensils 
on the farm: the second is keeping 
the milk cool so that the process 0! 
souring or growing old is retarded as 
much as possible.

This sale is an event in a class by 
itself in Holstein-Friesian history. 
The herd was assembled through 
years of painstaking effort, great care 
and exceptionally remarkable judg- 
ment as to quality and capacity of 
the Holstein-Friesian herd. The own- 
ers were thoroughly capable judges 
of Holstein-Friesian type and excel- 
lence and they exercised this abil- 
ity every day in the conduct of their 
herd.

HOLSTEINS IN NEW _ TERRI- 
TORY. 

There does not seem to be very 
much news of very keen interest in 
connection with the Holstein breed in 
Arizona just at the present time. 
However, there is a general popular- 
ity of the breed that is spreading 
over the state with remarkable 
rapidity. During the past 12 months 
there has been probably 12,000 head 
of cattle imported into Arizona most 
of them coming from the middle west. 
Professor Williams who is in charge of 
the Animal Husbandry Department of 
the University of Arizona advises that 
in all probability three-fourths of this 
importation of 9,000 animals were 
noticeably of the Holstein-Friesian 
breed. Williams had occasion to in- 
spect many carloads of cattle and he 
is led to this conclusion by the pro- 
portions that were noticeable in these 
shipments. He says furthermore that 
at the state fair in 1916 the same con- 
dition prevailed and there were more 
Holsteins shown than any other one 
breed. It must be remembered that 
this is one of the southern states that 
has been sacred to one of the other 
breeds of cattle, so that on the whole 
Holsteins are really finding a place 
tven in these southern sections.
